WASHINGTON, March 4.—After one 
of the bitterest parlianmtentary wrangles 
in the history of the country, President 
Wilson’s armed ship bill was strangled 
today in the Senate, which, along with 
the House, passed into history at noon 
as the Sixty-fourth Congress. 

The House had already passed a modi- 
fied form of the vill by the overwhelm- 
ing vote of 408-to 13. The Senate, 
through the stubborn opposition of eleven 
pacifists, failed to reach a vote:. Before 
the bill’s failure ‘was made certain by 
the adjournment of Congress, a mani- 
festo, intended as @ ptoclamation to the 
world that thé Senate was sweepingly in 
support of the President, was signed by 
the advocates of the measure, setting 
forth that they favored it, but were pre- 
vented by a small minority from ex- 
pressing their support in votes. 

This manifesto was finally. signed by 
seventy-tive Senators, while today state- 
ments were made that two others would 
have signed jf ‘they could ‘have. been 
reached. Jn ail, there were ten Sénators 
who for physical reasons could not 
sign or were not asked to do so. Ten 
of the Senators, wno made up the 
savage filibuster that technically killed

SENATE DISCOVERED FLAW 


Fears Expressed Captains of 
Our Armed Ships Might Suf- 
fer Capt. Fryatt’s Fate.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—The law to 


which the President refers as preyenting 
him from employing his general consti- 
tutional powers to arm merchantmen 
for defense against submarines despite 
the failure of the Congress to authorize 
him to act is one enacted in 1819, refer- 


ring to the defense of American ship- 


ping from piracy. It permits the arm- 
ing of merchant ships, but gpecifically 
provides that they shall not be permit- 
ted to defend themsélves against “a 
public armed vessel of a nation” with 
which the United States is' “in amity.” 

The law has been on the statute 


books for neatly a century, although 
the conditions against which it was 
intended to guard have long since been 
obsolete.

THE DELAYED APPROPRIATIONS. 

Mischief accomplished by the Sena- 
torial filibuster includes the holding up 
of five appropriation _ bills involving 
expenditures of $511,380,000, all but} 
$89,000,000 of which will be absolutely 
needed to carry on the work. of. the 
‘Government after. July 1. The .$39,- 
00Q,000° is for so-called river and 
harbor improvements, and doubtless 
much of it can be spared in this criti- 
cal hour, 

The work of army ¢xtension and the 
support of our military defenses, how- 
ever, must be continued.

NAVAL EXTENSION SECURE. 

There is some consolation in the fact 
that the provisions of the. Naval Ap- 
propriation bill were finally agfeed to 
in conference. Congress also passed 
@ measure for a bond issue of $150,- 
000,000, to include $115,000,000 for 
the expedition of naval extension 
plans and $35,000,000 for additional 
submarines. This monéy, amounting 
to $535,000,000, will-be ready for im- 
mediate use. ‘There need be no delay 
in getting our sea defenses ready for 
emergency. The President is empow- 
ered to compel private shipbuilders to 
give precedence in their yards ‘to Gov- 
ernment work. With the money at 
his disposal to pay any additional -ex- 
penses incurred in pushing the work 
forward, delay in the prosecution of 
operations essential to the nation’s 
safety is. not likely to occur. 

Railroad companies and manufact- 
urers generally have shown a disposi, 
“tion to help in the great work of in-" 
dustrial preparation. It is to be ex- 
pected that owners of large shipyards 
will show themselves equally patridtic. 
Compulsion will hardly be necessary. 
The provisions for naval extension are 
ample for the present. Besides the 
warships authorized last year, there 
will be laid down, under the new law, 
three superdreadnoughts, one enor- 
mous battle cruiser, three scout cruis- 

ers, and sixty-eight submarines. For 
aviation in ‘connection with naval | 
tions the sum of $5,133,000 has 
been appropriated. Wevhave, at last, 
the means to. upbuild the Ameérican 
Navy. 


* THE LOCAL INCOME TAX. 

The income tax returns for the year 
ending with June next promise an in- |, 
crease more welcome to the collectors 
than to the taxpayers. For individ- 
uals and corporations alike in the Sec-\ 
ond or downtown district of New York 
the increase, compared ‘with the col- 
lections in the first year, is likely to be 
about fivefold. This‘is only an esti- 
mate, and thera are no ‘estimates 
worth considering for other districts, 
Even in this richest district of the 
Union the estimates are constantly 
mounting,- without including delayed 
re Por 1914 the collections for 
individual income tax in this. single 
district were $7,950,070, and for cor- 
porations $5,888,742. For this- year 
the corresponding estimates are $40,- 
000,000 and $26,000,000. Including 

ordinary internal revenue collections, 
this Second District is expected ‘by of- 
fidlals to pay into the Treasury: $78, - 
000,000. Unofficial estimates run up 
to $100,000,000..° _ 

Part of this increase is due to an in- 
crease of rate, part to an increase in 
the number of taxpayers, part to an 
‘increase in prosperity. It is necessary 
to increase the estimate of the na- 
tional Income to an amount exceeding

Thgir Generous Treatment Praised 
by Caspar Whitney. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

May. I beg your indulgence anda

When the preposterous note of the 
Gernjian Fortign Office to the Ger- 
man Minister in Mexico was pub- 
lished last week most of those who 
had been hesitating about granting 
the President the power he had asked 
for to protect American rights at 
sea realized that it would be suicidal 
to deny him that power. But there 
was still a’ small minority who insist- 
ed that the hote was not genuine and 
that .it offered no fresh argument in 
favor of action to protect this country 
against German* aggression. ‘These 
few came to -discomfiture at the 
close of the week when the German 
Government admitted the authentic- 
ity of the note which its'too impetuous 
friends on this side of the water had 
denounced as a forgery. With such 
evidence before. the country there 
could no longer be doubt that .the 
nation .would take a firm position in 
the protection. of its right, and it was 
that knowledge which found reflec- 
tion. in the rise in prices which oc- 
curred during the later days of the 
week and which was more pronounced 
on Saturday than at any earlier pe- 
tiod of the movement. 


War, if it comes to that, could 
hardly mean for this country an im- 
mediate. participation in the: conflict 
of armed forces. That would be a 
thing which would: have to be’ pro- 
vided against and prepared for, but 
at the outset, at least, preparation for 
conflict rather than conflict - itself 
would absorb the attention of the 
country. No doubt sortie of our ships 
would be lost, but so have they been. 
in the. past, and it is not by any 
means certain that, protected as 
they will be, any considerable num- 
ber of them will be lost. But our
